Three  Killed  as 
Brother  Rushes 
To  Aid  Brother 


Anto  Bearing  Men  to  Aid  Mine  Aedde  nt  Victim 
PhmfM  Over  Cliff  Between  Princeton  and  Blake- 
imni-— Injured  and  Dead  Removed  From 
Bank  on  Ropen — Two  in  U|otpital 

PRINCETON,  Oct.  25.  —  Four  Blakebum  miners  were 
Ulled  in  two  Mparate  accident*,  Monday,  one  in  a  Ml  of 
rock  at  the  Blakebum  colliery  and  t!.f  other  three  in  an 
automobile  crash  when  on  the  way  to  the  scene  of  the  mine 
tragedy.  Two  others  were  injured  in  the  automobile  accident 
and  are  in  hospital  here.  The  accidents  claimed  two  brothers 
among  the  victims.  Victor  Marochi,  thirty,  was  strucic  by  a 
fall  or  rock  in  a  mine  tunnel,  receiving  internal  injuries  which 
roaulted  in  his  death  today.  His  brother,  Rudolph,  thirty-five, 
was  killed  yesterday  as  he  was  tpaadinf  to  tba  fl^no  in  liopt  he 
could  be  of  assistance.

BKITISn  NAVAL  RBDUCTIOlfS 


Figures  have  been  compiled  abowlng  the  re- 
ductions which  Britain  haa  effected  !n  her  Kavy 
and  other  armed  forces,  and  comparisons  are 
possible  as  between  her  accompUahmenU  In  thl* 
respect  and  thoee  of  other  natknu.  Between 
1914  and  1929  Britain  reduced  the  tonnage  of 
her  Nav  v  by  958,390  tons.  The  personnel  of  her 
regular  lorces  in  1918*1914  was  831,600  men  and 
in  19Sl-lftS,  274,450.  This  was  a  decrease  of 
57,150  men,  although  the  latest  figures  include 
the  personnel  of  an  Air  Porce  which  did  not 
eadat  in  1913-1914. 

In  1925  the  military  forces  ol  Great  BriUln 
cost  £36,250,000  and  in  1929,  e8J.500,000.  The 
Ffcench  mUltary  forces  cost  £34,000,000  in  1925 
•ad  £58,000,000  In  1929.  The  military  forces  In 
tM  United  States  cost  £51,000,000  In  19U  and 
£81,000.000  In  1929.  In  Germany,  as  between  the 
two  dates  mentioned,  the  coat  had  risen  from 
£20,000,000  to  £25,000,000  and  tat  RUMlA  (Kavy. 
Army  and  Air  Force  combined)  the  eoat  had 
risen  from  £44,000.000  to  £84,000.000. 

The  combined  Navies  of  the  British  Bmpire 
hit  A  personnel  of  152,000  men  in  1914.  In  1931 
tUilt  combfhed  strength  was  101.780.  In  the 
-4Mied  States  the  personnel  has  growi^  from 
61^3S8  to  109,350;  in  Japan  from  50,045  to  79,567, 
and  In  Italy  from  40,023  to  45,430.  The  tonnage 
of  the  British  Navy  was  2,160,328  tona  hi  1914 
and  1,252.898  tons  in  1931.  In  tiiat  period  the 
United  SUtes  increased  her  tonnage  by  323,110 
and  Japan  Increased  hers  by  289,030  tons. 

In  commenting  on  the  foregoing  figures,  Mr. 
John  L.  Oreen.  writing  in  The  London  Times, 
says:  "If  we  take  into  account  the  area  of  terri- 
tory, the  length  of  coast  line,  the  length  of  com- 
munications, our  external  trade  and  our  sea- 
borne traffic— In  fact,  all  the  'factorf— Great 
Britain's  need  is  greater  than  the  other  four 
Naval  Powers  combined.  This  Is  clearly  shown 
from  the  French  official  figures  which  wer»lald 
before  the  Five-Power  Naval  Conference  In  De- 
cember. 1929.  These  figures  Indicated  that 
while  all  the  factors  in  the  case  of  the  British 
Empire  amounted  to  no  less  than  12.9,  the 
factors  In  the  case  of  the  United  States  only 
aaiounted  to  4^,  France  3.0,  Japan  IJ  and

Judging  from  what  has  happened  in  the 
Western  Provinces  proposals  affecting  coalitions 
or  political  parties  have  not  proved  popular. 
They  have  aroused  hardly  an  atom  of  enthusiasm 
anywhere.  In  Manitoba,  Premier  Bracken's  pro- 
poeal  In  the  matter  of  a  coalition  Government 
was  refused  by  the  Conservatives.  The  Liberals 
were  willing  enough,  and  In  fact  they  were  given 
Cabinet  representation.  To  the  extent  that  they 
coalesced  with  the  Progressives  there  was  a 
partial  carrying  out  of  Premier  Bracken's  pro- 
podals.  That  coalition  however  was  not  approved 
at  the  polls.  Premier  Bracken's  Government  was 
returned  to  power,  but  the  Liberal  ministers  In 
his  Cabinet  went  down  to  defeat.  Coalition  in 
any  form  does  not  now  prevail  in  Manitoba. 

Dr.  J.  T.  M.  Anderson,  the  Premier  of  Sas- 
katehewan,  recently  gave  his  blessing  to  a 
proposal  for  coalition  in  that  province.  It  was 
rejected  by  the  leaders  of  both  Opposition 
groope.  Premier  Anderson  has  now  abandoned 
the  Idea,  though  he  has  Invited  members  of 
other  groups,  especially  Liberals,  to  support  the 
Goremment  under  present  conditions.  That 
they  will  do  so  Is  wholly  unlikely.  We  have  had 
our  own  experience  in  British  Columbia  of  the 
•fferta  of  Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmle  to  form  a  Union 
Government.  In  this  province  the  only  official 
group  which  could  make  such  a  coalition  pos- 
albto  Is  the  Liberals.  Mr.  T.  D.  Pattullo  opposes 
the  propo.snl.  He  does  not  believe  In  Union  Gov- 
ernment unless  he  Is  himself  the  leader  of  such 
a  eoallUon.  Union  Goyemment,  therefore,  has 
been  knocked  on  the  head,  for  there  can  be  no 
union  of  parties  for  the  purposes  of  administra- 
tion unless  there  Is  eoalltlon  between  the  CKnr- 
ernment  In  office  and  the  official  opposition.

Western  Provinces,  The  Montreal  Gazette  say."? 
"Party  Oovenunentfi  continue  In  all  these  prov-

Trek      here  Taxes 
Are  Leas  Onerous

A  movensnt.  signincaot  of  the 
times  and  eontlnent-wlde  to  Ite  ex- 
tent Is  now  under  way— a  trek  from 
the  cities  to  the  suburbs  or  country. 
The  press  Is  commenting  on  It;  the 
magazines  arc  featurmg  articles  on 
It.  This  movement  Ls  not  from 
choice  but  by  pressure  of  necessity. 
For  twenty  years  or  more,  successful 
business  men  itnd  those  of  mod- 
erately high  aaUries  have  been 
moving  out  to  the  subtu'bs  of  our 
dtles.  Now,  however,  it  is  the  small 
wage  earners  and  those  on  small 
salaries  or  Incomes  who  are  leaving 
the  cities  for  the  suburijs  or  country. 

All  lhcr,o  people  have  had  their 
incomes  seriously  reduced  during 
the  past  three  years,  and  the  In- 
ability to  make  their  diminished 
incomes  cover  rent  or  the  tarns  is 
the  main  reason  tar  the  present 
movement.  They  also  look  forward 
to  growing  enough  vegetobles  and 
fruit  for  home  consumption  and 
perhaps  raising  a  few  chickens. 
Those  who  go  to  the  country  prob- 
ably will  rai.se  other  animals  as 
well. 

Tn  this  part  of  the  world  the  evl- 
dciirc  of  the  movement  is  most 
prominent  on  Four  Mile  Bill  on  tbe 
Idand  flOgfaway.  at  tb»  Oerie,  en 
both  sides  of  North  Quadra  Street. 
In  the  Shelbume  Street  Valley,  at 
Lake  Hill  and  out  Bumside  Ro»d 
New  little  four  and  flve-room 
bungalows  arc  springing  up;  older 
ones  are  being  painted,  renovated 
and  remodeled  Land  Is  being  cul- 
tivated, fencing  put  up,  stumps  or 
trees  cleared  awmr  and  gaidens 
made. 

These  people  face  great  changes 
In  thebr  mode  of  living.  Gone  are 
the  gas  ranges,  the  sidewalks,  the 
brightly-llgbted  residential  streets 
and  ease  of  getting  to  the  movies. 
Old  friends  are  left  l>ehlnd.  The 
"hlldren  must  be  sent  to  new  schools. 
•Septic  tanks  take  the  place  of  sew- 
ers. The  furniture  is  too  big  for  the 
smaller  homes.  Many  other  sacri- 
fices and  adjustmente  must  be  made, 
but  somehow  or  other  expenses 
must  be  cut  to  meet  wages,  salaries 
or  Ineome,  and  peace  of  mind 
secured,  in  place  of  con«f.ant  anxiety 
and  worry  about  obligations  which 
oannot  be  met 


Stlrrlnff  stories  of  the  destruction 
wrought  by  Invading  Japanese  in 
the  area  surrounding  Chapel  were 
reUted  by  Rev.  H.  N.  KsDkie,  sec- 
retary ef  the  Mlsriea  Ip  LMcrs.

The 
whole  of  Urn  Obapei  district  was 
filled  with  Ownmwwists.  aeoordmg 
to  Mr.  Konkle,  and  it  Is  felt  that 
this  was  one  reason  for  Japan's 
wholesale  destruction  of  this  secti^ 
LIVES  ENDANGERED 

The  danger  surrounding  the  lives 
of  tbe  Wmtthy  people  residing  in 
China  was  described  by  the  speaker. 

who  told  how  high  walls  with  cut 
glass  on  top  were  built  around  the 
hmnes  and  an  armed  bodyguard  al- 
ways accompanied  the  wcaltliy  man 
when  he  left  im-  l.ou.se. 

Speaking  of  the  work  among  the 
lepers.  Mr  Konkle  dealt  chiefly  with 
the  actlvitie.s  In  Northern  China  at 
the  station  of  Tung-shcn.  There 
are  142  inmates  at  this  home,  in 
eluding  lis  mm  aad  twenty-seven 
women.  NIasty-seeen  ef  these  m< 
mates  are  atiemben  of  tiie  ehuroh. 
while  nearly  all  are.  Christians.  Mr. 
Konkle  described  the  happy  dis- 
position of  the.se  lepers,  and  spoke 
of  the  work  they  do,  which  includes 
gardening  and  weaving. 

WORK  UNSATISFACTORY 
fbr  a  long  period,  he  said,  the 
medical  work  in  the  Timg-shen  dis- 
trict had  been  unsatisfactory,  he 
continued,  as  the  Chinese  doctors 
were  not  taking  sufficient  interest 
In  treating  lepers.  This,  however, 
had  been  remedied  and  arrange- 
ments were  now  being  made  to 
have  the  work  carried  out  more 
thoroughly. 

Thomas  Bumphrlas  presided  and 
ezpresMd  the  thanks  of  the  auxil- 
iary to  Mr.  Konkle.  Several  bundles 
of  clothes  and  other  gifts  for  lepers 
were  donated  by  the  mNBb6m  1^  the 
meeting.

Dhder  the  present  state  of 
human  praOrsM,  produeUoa  for  use 
instead  of  for  profit  Is  not  feasible, 
as  greed  and  personal  gain  is  still 
too  prominent  In  human  nature, 
and.  coming  to  the  psychok>glcaI 
iilde  of  farming  a  producer  should 
first  of  all  bear  in  mind  that  he  is 
in  business  to  provide  his  feltow- 
man.  the  nonproducer,  with  a  sufll- 
clency  of  food  prodacte  at  priots  ad- 
justable to  such  asaprodneers' 
ability  to  buy,  aad  that  a  sudden 
or  artlft^sl  raise  in  the  pries  level 
of  tBaBiB|i|Kte  would,  under  pres-

Quainton,  I>>an  of  Columbia,  dur- 
ing an  addres.s  on  his  lmpre.s.slons 
of  the  movement  a.s  gained  through 
his  recent  visit  to  the  Old  Country, 
given  to  members  of  thO  lleund 
Table  Club  last  night. 

Dean  Qua&ton  explained  that 
during  his  stay  to  Ingland  he  had 
made  an  extensive  study  of  the  new 
group's  work,  which,  he  felt,  would 
bring  about  a  much  needed  .spiritual 
renewal  In  the  world. 

The  ^^eaker  explained  how  the 
founder,  Frank  Bookman,  an 
American  Lutheran  minister,  had 
found  the  Inspiration  for  the  new 
movement  while  "■*«"«ng  to  a 
woman  preacher  to  a  small  Bigllsh 
chtirch.  His  primary  activities  had 
been  directed  in  colleges  and  uni- 
versities, and  the  first  meeting  ofi 
the  new  group  was  held  In  Cam-| 
bridge  University,  The  movement, 
the  Dean  explained,  contains  the 
essentials  of  the  old  religion  with 
a  modem  trend.  Its  followers  do 
not  believe  in  publicity,  advertising, 
making  appeals  for  money,  or  in- 
dulging to  reilgleaa  eontrorersy. 
They  heUeve  thsir  Job  la  to  give 
people  a  new  attitude  to  life  and 
a  new  way  of  living. 

NO  DISTINCTIONS 

Straightforward  talking  with  no 
set  orations  is  a  feature  of  their 
meetlags.  many  of  which  he  at- 
tended. All  aodal  and  raelal  dls- 
tlnotlan  disappean  and  the  move- 
ment is  only  for  those  who  are 
prepared  to  realise  their  short- 
comings and  lay  themeehfas  at  the 
feet  of  Christ. 

Referring  to  the  effect  the  move- 
ment had  made  upon  himself,  the 
Dean  said  It  gave  one  more  peace 
of  mind.  le.ss  fear  of  men  and  more 
sympathy  for  the  modern  mind.  "It 
turned  me  inside  out,"  he  said,

Artists  in 

Canada  Do 
''Sane  Work' 

VANCOUVm,*  opt  »  (OP)^ 
'Nov^era  la  tbt  world  todaj  la  ttiare 
a  scho(d  of  landscape  p^'nting  to  be 
compared  with  that  in  Canada.  It 

is  so  dynamic,  so  virile,  and  so  re- 
lated to  background  and  environ- 
ment," declared  Mme.  Johanne 
Bletry-Sallnger.  of  Toronto,  well- 
known  Canadian  art  critic,  In  an 
adress  before  Uie  Women's  Canadian 
Club  here  today.  She  also  believed 
that  the  "Group  of  Bavaa"  gave  the 
most  significant  expression  to  the 
spiritual  outlook  of  the  Dominion 

"It  is  a  sane  art  In  Canada, "  as- 
serted Mme.  Bietry-SalinKer.  in 
opening  a  serie.s  of  lectures  through- 
out Uie  Dominion  on  Canadian  art. 
There  was  no  cubism  nor  futurism 
in  art  in  this  country,  she  said,  but 
everything  depicted  by  Oanadlan 
artists  waa  xalatad  to  aavlraaBMnt 
and  angaadared  bjr  tha  creator's  tore 
of  his  country. 

BRITISH  TRADITION 
Distinctly  Canadian  art  was  found 
only  among  the  BngUsh-apMklng 
people  of  Caaada,  she  declared,  and 
explained  that  othar  raoea  in  the 
Dominion  had  come  to  Canada  with 
preconceived  ideas  and  traditions, 
whereas  those  of  the  English  tongue 
were  practical  flret,  and  when 
leisure  was  g.Tined  turned  to  various 
schools  for  in.spiratlon.  But  the  re- 
sult was  a  type  exjires-sive  of  Canada. 
Just  now  there  was  a  pauag  la 
creative  art  In  Canada,  aha  rtatad. 
artists  not  feeliaf  tha  hMPiratkNi 
strong  enough  wlnla  tham  to  ditve 
them  to  expression.  In  the  mean- 
time they  wait  for  this  force  to 
arise  again. 

The  younger  people,  Mme.  Bietry- 
Salinger  said,  were  beginning  to 
make  their  Influence  felt,  mention- 
ing the  school  ariidnt  in  Montreal 
to  which  wenaa  ware  taklaf  •  very 
pronlaent  part.

— The 
master  and  chief  officer  of  the 
British  freighter  Bright  Fan  were 
held  to  be  in  default,  contributing 
to  the  loss  of  their  vessel  on  an  ice- 
berg In  Hudson  Btralt.  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  eourt  of  inquiry  handed 
down  this  morning.  The  court  held 
that  a  proper  lookout  had  not  been 
maintained. 

No  disciplinary  action  was  taken 
by  the  court,  in  accordance  with  in- 
structions of  the  Acting  Minister  of 
Marine,  who  desired  only  that  re- 
sponsibility for  thr  disastrr  be  fixed. 

Tlie  Bright  Fan,  Kraln  ladpn  from 
Churchill  and  bound  for  England, 
.struck  an  Iceberg  in  Hudson  Strait, 
north  of  Wales  Island,  and  sank 
three  hours  later.  The  crew  was 
picked  up  by  tha  Canadian  Oovem- 
ment  icebreakar  N.  B.  MaLaan  and 
erentually  ratumad  to  OlMirohlU. 
Captain  R.  S.  OUyer,  Chief  Officer 
X.  B.  Maber  and  a  large  number  of 
the  crew  appeared  hate*  tha  aoort 
to  give  evidence. 

Mr.  Justice  Humphrey  Melllsh.  of 
tha  Nova  Scotia  Buprama  Court,  sat 
aa  a  n>ecla>  commissioner  to  conduct 
Um  Inquiry. 

LOOKOUT  LACKING 

"A  good  an(l  proper  lookout  waa 
not  maintained  on  tha  Brl^t  Fan, 
and  thla  was  especially  so  for  some 

time  before  the  Iceberg  was  .seen," 
the  Judgment  stated.  "The  court  is 
of  the  opinion  that  if  .such  a  look- 
out had  been  kept,  the  collision 
would  prabaUy  not  hava  taken 
place. 

"The  court  cannot  too  strongly 
intimata  that  a  lookout  ahould  be 
malntahiad  under  all  circumstances 

by  some  person  or  persons  whasc 
sole  duty  for  the  time  being  i.s  to 
keep  a  look-out.  it  appears  that 
•such  wa.s  not  the  practice  on  this 
ship. 

"Under  the  circumstances  dis- 
closed, the  court  regrets  thai  It  is 
unable  to  exoovata  tha  nukstar  and 
nrst  ofBear  of  the  Bright  ran  from 
default  contributing  to  the  Iok  of 
the  ship,  in  falling  to  see  that  such 
a  lookout  was  malntainad."

A  recent  book  tells  us  that  what 
we  are  going  to  be  mentally,  mor- 
ally and  physically  Is  all  determined 
for  us  before  we  are  born,  .so  Miat 
nothing  we  can  do  mentaUIy,  mor- 
ally or  physically  Will  Mfea  any 
dillerence  in  life. 

Tliat  children  are  going  to  In- 
herit the  cliaracteristlcs  of  their 
parents  or  grandpauvnts  must  be 
admitted— «olor  of  eyea,  ihapa  of 
body,  alartnais  of  mind  aad  other 
eharacterlstlea.  Za  fact  If  they 
didn't  resemble  their  paranta  whom 
would  they  resembler 

However,  as  I  want  to  speak  par- 
tieularly  about  the  physical  make- 
up of  human  beiiiKs,  there  is  one 
outstanding  fact  tlmt  cannot  be  Ig- 
nored, and  that  is  that  80  per  cent 
of  all  children  in  North  America 
are  born  perfect,  yet  when  men 
were  drafted  for  the  army  about  80 
per  cent  of  America's  men  were  be- 
low normal  physically.

The  mental  specialist  tells  us  that 
if  he  can  guide  the  youngster  dur- 
ing the  first  seven  years  of  his  life, 
he  win  become  a  normal  adult.
